The principal increases in imports of raw materials were 
£2-4 million (to £13-6 million) for oilseeds, oils, etc., and 
£1-3 million (to £3-3 million) for raw rubber; the largest 
decrease was £1-0 million for paper materials but, as imports 
in June and July had been exceptionally large the August 
figure was still well above the average of earlier months. 
More than half the decrease for manufactures was attri- 
butable to manufactured oils (chiefly refined petroleum), 
and miscellaneous textiles, imports of both these groups 
being particularly high in July. 

Included in the total figures are shipments by U.N.R.R.A. 
and N.A.A.F.1. amounting to £445,000 in August. Detailed 
particulars of our imports, exports and re-exports were 
published on September 21.* The tables on pages 580 and 
581 show summary figures for British exports and retained 


inports. 


Smaller Exports of Metal Goods 


The value of metal goods exported during August 
£62-8 million) was £7-2 million lower than in July and 
bout the same as the average for the second quarter. 
The largest reductions were those for machinery (£4-0 
million) and for the iron and steel group (£2-4 million). 

Total machinery exports were one-fifth lower in quantity 
than the July record, and rather less than the average for 
the quarter. Exports of agricultural machinery, 
however, continued to rise and reached a new record, 
five per cent. higher than in any previous month, while 
textile machinery exports were substantially maintained 
despite the shorter working month. Exports of boilers 
and boiler-house plant showed the biggest fall, and were 
the lowest for two years, as also were exports of machine 
tools.

The value of exports in the vehicles group showed a 
small increase on the record July figure. The exceptional 
exports of ships, which were higher in August than in any 
month since 1930, made the total for the first eight months 
of this year equivalent to an annual rate of 450,000 tons, 
more than twice the 1947 rate and comparable with the 
average exports of 500,000 tons during 1920-1922. The 
peak for the inter-war years was 656,000 tons in 1930. 
Exports of motor vehicles fell heavily. The number of 
ears and car chassis (14,651) was nearly one-third less, 
and the increase over August 1947 was less than the increase 
shown in any month of this year over the corresponding 
month of last year. With the exception of Australia, 
exports to which country had been exceptionally low in 
July, all our principal markets shared in the decline. Com- 
mercial vehicles and chassis fell by about one-quarter 
compared with July. On the other hand, and in spite of 
the short working month, exports of pedal cycles continued 
to rise and were only 750 short of the record established 
in May. Exports of railway rolling stock also were higher 
because of a heavy shipment of locomotives to Turkey. 

Exports of iron and steel products dropped by nearly 
a third from the high July figure to well below the average 
for the first half-year, but those of non-ferrous metals 
were maintained at almost the July level. This was due

Falls in Textiles 


Though 10 per cent. lower than in July, the total value 
of textile goods exported (£28-1 million) was well above 
the average earlier this year. 

The reduction in cotton goods (6 per cent.) was smaller 
than in woollen. Exports of cotton yarn were the highest,

Australia, which has become 
our largest market for piece-goods, took one-fifth of the 
total and twice as much as on the average during the 
first half of the year. There was a substantial fall in 
exports to Burma and a smaller one for Canada. In the 
wool textiles group, tops showed a reduction of only 5 per 
cent. Yarns and piece-goods were each about 10 per cent. 
lower than in July but otherwise the highest since the war. 
The decline in piece-goods was mainly due to a reduction 
of one half in exports to Canada, which have been running 
at a very high level this year. Rayon goods also fell only 
by 5 per cent. A further increase was reco: rayon 
piece-goods, which reached the highest figure record, 
but this was more than offset by smaller exports of yarns, 
which were only three-fifths of last month’s high figure.

Total imports of meat remained unchanged though beef 
imports (60,000 tons) were the highest for more than a 
year ; imports of mutton and lamb (32,000 tons) and of 
bacon and hams (6,000 tons) both fell by about a quarter, 
but whereas the former figure was just above the pre-war 
average the latter was less than one-fifth of the 1938 
rate. 

Reduced imports of butter (7,000 tons) to only a quarter 
of those in July and the lowest figure since October 1945 
were responsible for the fall of £5-7 million in the value 
of dairy produce. 

There were seasonally high imports of fruit, notably 
pears (£1-3 million), peaches and nectarines (£1-2 million) 
and apples (£1-1 million) but imports of tomatoes at £1-3 
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million were less than half the value recorded in July. 
Retained imports of tea (16,000 tons) were the highegs 
since January and one-tenth less than the 1938 average,

those of hardwood (70,000 tons) fell by 11,000 tons to 
slightly below the figure at this time last year. Supplies of 
pitprops (235,000 tons) however, were one-third higher 
than the previous month and the highest for nearly a year. 

Retained imports of raw cotton rose from the low July 
figure (18,000 tons) to 23,000 tons, mostly because of larger 
shipments from Brazil and Peru.

Distribution of Trade in July 


The first table below shows the progress of our trade in 
iy compared with earlier periods, distinguishing the 
untries which are particularly important as markets or 
sources Of supply. The second table shows our balance of 
trade with these countries. These figures are derived 
wm the Trade and Navigation Accounts in which imports 
e valued c.i.f. and exports f.o.b. 

[he adverse balance with all countries was £33-6 million 
n July, compared with an average of £44-1 million in the 
second quarter, the fall being due to an improvement in our 
gsition with the Sterling Area. The favourable balance 
vith South Africa rose further, while our adverse balance 
ith the rest of the Sterling Area was reduced to £1:1 
llion from an average of £8 million for April-June. The 
diverse balance with the Western Hemisphere was, how- 
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ever, slightly higher in July than the average for the first 
half-year, while the balance with other countries remained 
small. 

Exports to each of the three particularly desirable mar- 
kets, the United States, Canada and Newfoundland, and 
the Argentine, showed a marked improvement over the 
second quarter average, rising by £]-1 million, £2:4 million 
and £2-1 million respectively. The increase for the United 
States was accounted for mainly by an expansion in exports 
of vehicles, the increase for Canada by larger exports of 
textiles and vehicles, and that for the Argentine by higher 
exports of machinery and a recovery in exports of vehicles, 
which had been exceptionally low in the second quarter. 
The three areas together took 13 per cent. of total exports 
in July compared with only 10-5 per cent. in the second 
quarter, but imports from them, particularly from the 
United States and the Argentine, showed a bigger rise. 
Consequently the adverse balance with these areas increased 
and accounted for the greater part of the total deficit. 

Exports to the Sterling Area also rose in July. The 
value of exports to South Africa was £1-2 million above the 
second quarter average and exports to Australia (£13-9 
million) and India (£10-7 million) also showed substantial 
increases of £1-8 million and £4-1 million respectively. 
Imports from the Sterling Area were a little higher in value 
than in that period. 

Imports from European countries continued to increase 
both absolutely and as a proportion of the total, and 
amounted to £43-7 million against £40°8 million in the 
second, and £35-0 million in the first quarter of the year. 
Exports, though only about the same value as in June, 
were also higher than in the first half-year.

malysis of economic and commercial conditions in the United States is given in the latest issue of the 
Keport Promotion Department’s series of Overseas Economic Surveys, which is dated February 1948. 


T 


In view of its length,(183 pages plus 21 pages of appendices) it has been found necessary to issue this 


summary in two sections. This is the first. 


ARDLY less than Americans themselves British 

observers and business men are interested in the 

answers to two questions. Is the United States going 
to be able to transform itself into a stable and prosperous 
peace-time economy without first having to suffer a violent 
reaction from the post-war boom? And will the United 
States persist in all circumstances in the liberal foreign 
economic policies of which the European Recovery Pro- 
gramme is the latest example ? The Survey of Economic 
and Commercial Conditions in the United States of America* 
joes not profess to give the answers to these difficult 
juestions, but it does provide an excellent account of the 
jevelopment of post-war American foreign economic policy 
and the way in which it has led up to the European 
Recovery Programme. The influence of the United 
States internal economic policy on the external policy is 
clearly explained. 


Internal Policy 


As regards the internal policy, the survey says that though 
the results bore hardly on fixed incomes and foreign pur- 
chasers by reducing the value of the considerable financial 
sums furnished by the United States for relief and rehabilita- 
tion, it has yet to be proved that the policy of freeing 
industry from controls made necessary for the conduct of 
war was an error, or that any alternative course would have 
been possible in th. United States. Reconversion required 
an optimistic psychology ; without the flashing of green 
lights all down the avenue drivers might have been reluctant 
to start. 

On the whole the needs of war were substantially met out 
of the employment of unused resources of men and material 
and the development of new productive capacity. Civilian 
consumption continued at a high level throughout the war. 
In 1944 it was some 15 per cent. higher than in 1939, The 
export trade was well maintained. Between 1941 and 1945 
cash exports exceeded the pre-war average in value and 
almost exactly balanced the United States import account. 

Two years after the end of host ilities, the United States 
Congress and people, far from being exercised about main- 
taining a place in the export markets of the world, were 
considering measures to control and limit exports in order 
tocheck what was judged to be one of the important causes 
ofinflation in the domestic economy of the United States, as 
wellas to promote the national foreign policy in the economic 
field, 

The trade policy initiated by the Secretary of State, Mr. 
Cordell Hull, in 1934 was the beginning of a long-range 
Pilicy by which the United States sought to adjust its 
foreign economic relations to the fact that it had become, 
apparently irrevocably, a creditor nation. The Cordell Hull 
policy had borne important fruit before the war in a series 
ofreciprocal trade agreements. This policy, although it has 
had its setbacks, has been continued in the American 
proposals for a charter for the International Trade Organiza- 
tion. A national policy, as distinct from a succession of 
partisan policies, is being evolved in the economic as well as 
in the political sections of the foreign field, There is, 
therefore, a good prospect that the foreign economic policy 
recently developed will persist. 

The main purpose of the survey, however, is to enable 
business men to form views about the United States as a 
market for British goods and as a factor generally in their 
assessment of economic conditions abroad. LHarly sections 
deal with questions affecting labour and social conditions, 
and natura] resources, agriculture and the food industries 
are surveyed in considerable detail. In the section dealing 
with farm machinery it is shown that while in the United

States there are not as many tractors per 100 acres of crops 
as in the United Kingdom, it would seem that the United 
States farmer makes greater use of other labour-saving 
machines, e.g. manure loaders and spreaders. The American 
farmer is definitely mechanically minded and is always on 
the lookout for new machines to save human labour. Over 
60 per cent. of all the farms in the United States now have 
access to electric power which is first installed mainly for 
domestic purposes and then comes to be used for farm 
machinery. 

Farmers’ Co-operatives, of which there are over 19,000, 
have a very large cash turnover. More than 10,000 of them 
are engaged in marketing farm products and purchasing 
farm supplies for their members. The remainder include 
4,400 mutual irrigation companies, 1,900 farmers’ mutual 
insurance companies, 2,000 farmers’ mutual telephone 
companies 800 rural electric co-operatives and 600 co- 
operative frozen food locker plants. Probably half the 
farmers of America belong to co-operatives. The National 
Council of Farmers’ Co-operatives has considerable political 
power. 

In the field of industrial supply for agriculture, there is a 
limited market for new and highly specialized types of 
machines, e.g. some acid-spraying machines for killing 
potato haulms were recently imported from the United 
Kingdom, and the rapidly expanding but highly competitive 
market for the newer agricultural chemicals and biologicals 
might offer some openings. Although gardening in the 
United States is, by United Kingdom standards, limited by 
severe climatic conditions, there is a small but useful demand 
for imported bulbs and nursery stock. The potentialities 
for pastures and lawns of the newer United Kingdom 
‘* pedigree’ strains of grasses should not be overlooked. 
The United States is, of course, a considerable importer of 
United Kingdom pedigree livestock. 

The section on food processing industries will be of par- 
ticular interest to United Kingdom manufacturers. Not- 
withstanding that British food exports are unlikely to reach 
the mass market, they may very well provide a substantial 
source of dollars. 

The survey gives a detailed account of the progress in 
recent years of individual industries—iron and _ steel, 
aluminium, rubber, chemicals, plastics, industrial machinery 
and equipment, electrical equipment and household 
appliances, automobiles, textiles and apparel, leather and 
footwear, paper and wood pulp, publishing, furniture, 
pottery, tableware and glassware, films, etc. Of particular 
interest is the extraordinary growth and development of 
some industries, particularly rubber and plastics, and the 
introduction of new processes and their extended applica- 
tion. 


Research and Development 


On the subject of scientific and industrial research and 
development, the survey says that, despite many attempts, 
the United States has not yet attained a unified or compre- 
hensive policy covering the national scientific research and 
development organizations. The Federal Government is, 
however, responsible for a large research and development 
programme, carried out by hundreds of establishments under 
forty-one bureaux operating within most major agencies of 
the United States Government. The scope of these 
agencies’ activities is adequately outlined in ** The Federal 
Research Programme,” Volume II of ‘‘ Science and Public 
Policy,’ published by the President’s Scientific Research 
Board in September 1947. In the fiscal year 1947, the 
Federal Government spent $625 million, and to this amount 
must be added $450 million spent by industry, $45 million 
by the universities, and $40 million by other agencies. The 
nation’s totas budget for post-war research and development 
in 1947, totalling $1,160 million, was higher than ever before, 
even surpassing the peak wartime values of $800 million in 
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1944 and 1945. In addition, the Atomic Energy Com- 
mission was responsible for the handling of a $275 million 
budget during the 1947 fiscal year. 

It is estimated that by 1950 American industry will be 
spending about $500 million on its research and develop- 
ment projects. The number of industrial laboratories has 
increased sharply, continuing the rise which began shortly 
after World War I. By 1940 there were approximately 
2,200 of these institutions employing about 55,000 scientists 
in a total of about 133,000 laboratory personnel. 

The Survey examines the developments in the various 
fields of industrial research, namely, 


Chemicals. Fuel. 

Radio. Electronic Equipment. 
Heating, Ventilating and Air Conditioning. 

Domestic Appliances. Construction. 


Transport and Communications 


The shipping section describes how the development of 
shipbuilding programmes was affected by the United States 
Government’s policy of preference to their own citizens in 
disposing and leasing of war-built tonnage. United States 
citizens had absorbed the bulk of the faster and better C2, 
C3 and C4 types of tonnage available for sale or charter. 
With these vessels, and aided by the prospect of subsidies 
on approved liner trade routes, United States operators have 
endeavoured to maintain something of the volume of traffic 
they carried as a war measure, notwithstanding that there 
were many newcomers to the trade. <A notable instance is 
the trans-Pacific trade, where, as a result of a study by the 
Maritime Commission of trade routes, the employment of at 
least 65 large fast cargo vessels on the five major routes to 
the Philippines, Japan, China, South-east Asia and India has 
been recommended. ‘This is roughly double the number of 
United States cargo liners serving those areas before the war. 

The most significant aspects of post-war civil air transport 
are the great expansion in airline routes certified by the Civil 
Aeronautics Board and the development of special air 
services such as those offered by non-scheduled cargo and 
local air carriers. 

During 1947, 12-6 million revenue passengers were carried, 
which represented an increase of 290 per cent. over the 3-2 
million revenue passengers carried during 1941. In 1941 
revenue passenger miles flown were 1,200 million. In 1947 
this figure increased 415 per cent. to 6,200 million revenue 
passenger miles. The greater percentage increase in revenue 
passenger miles over the increase in revenue passengers 
reflects the longer average air journey per passenger, which 
in 1947 was 490 miles as compared with 369 miles in 1)41. 
Ton-miles of air mail transported increased from 11-3 million 
to 31-4 million, or an increase of about 180 per cent. The 
greater increase in traffic from pre-war levels took place in 
respect of cargo (express, freight, and excess baggage). In 
the 1941 period 5-3 million ton-miles of cargo were trans- 
ported. By 1947 this cargo volume had increased to 57-6 
million ton-miles. 

Up to the time of the preparation of the report, ten non- 
certified cargo airlines had been authorized by the Board. 
These airlines transported over 20 million ton-miles of air 
freight during the first six months of 1947. Their import- 
ance in the field of air freight is indicated by a comparison 
with the certified airlines, which flew approximately 16 
million revenue ton-miles of air freight during the same 
period. 


Air Traffic 


Traffic statistics for 1947 and 1941 indicate the expansion 
in international air services. During 1947 the international 
airlines operated 71-9 million revenue plane miles, as 
compared with 12-1 million revenue plane miles in 1941, an 
increase in 1947 over 1941 of nearly 500 per cent. The 
volume of traffic also increased tremendously. Revenue 
passengers carried during 1947 numbered 1,236,709, as 
compared with 184,494 revenue passengers during 1941. 
Revenue passenger miles increased from 125-9 million in 
1941 to 1,449-1 million in 1947. 

During 1947, 9-4 million ton-miles of United States air 
mail were flown and 2-5 million ton-miles of foreign air mail. 
Approximately 27-5 million ton-miles of express, freight and 
excess baggage were also transported during this period. In 
comparison, during the twelve months ended June 30, 1942, 
total ton-miles of all mail and property transported were 
approximately 3-4 million. However, an operating loss of 
$16 million on the international airlines was incurred 
during 1947. 

Of the aircraft manufacturing industry, the Survey says 
that as a result of reconversion and the enormous decrease 
in Federal appropriations for military aviation, the aircraft 


industry is suffering a severe setback. The-production df 
personal aircraft in 1947 was only half that of 1946, The 
saturation of the personal aircraft market, the sequence ¢j 
accidents with new transport designs, and the cuts in militar, 
appropriations are the main factors in the present seyey 
slump in the industry. 

Other sections in this chapter deal with railways, rog, 
and motor transport, inland waterways, and _ telecom. 
munications. 

The telecommunications section of the Survey is interes. 
ing by reason of showing the contrast with the system in the 
United Kingdom. In the United States the telephony 
system is owned by the American Telephone and Telegrapi 
Co., the domestic telegraph system by Western Union ; th: 
overseas telegraph system is owned by several othe 
companies and radio is very much the field of competiny 
companies. As a result both the telegraph and telephor 
systems operate under conditions of competition from ear) 
other, and from that of the air mail, teletype and posts 
services. 


Radio Industry 


Of the radio business the Survey says the end of wartin: 
restrictions led to what the Federal Communications Con. 
mission called ‘‘ an extraordinary fermentation” in th 
broadcasting industry. ‘* While, on October 8, 1945, afte 
a history of 24 years, there were 909 commercial standari 
broadcast stations authorized in the United States, by 
February 7, 1947, 16 months later, approximately 600 new 
stations were either on the air or under construction ani 
more than 700 applications were still pending for ney 
stations. By the end of 1948 there will undoubtedly be 
more than 2,000 AM (amplitude modulation) stations i: 
operation.”” It was estimated that in 1946 the four majo 
networks had gross receipts of $193 million and other 
stations $231 million. These receipts were derived fron 
the sale of radio time to advertisers. 

At the end of 1947 some twenty-odd television station 
were in operation. It was expected that this number woul 
be doubled within a few months. Vigorous efforts are being 
made to develop a cheap ($100) receiving set. At present 
the limited output of receiving sets finds a ready market 
The expansion of television, like that of frequency modula: 
tion, waits upon an increase in the output of receiving sets 
During the first two post-war years television was confined 
mainly to hotels, bars, and other public places, partly 
because of the shortage of individual sets and partly becaus: 
the best television programmes (boxing and other sporting 
events) are particularly suited to public viewing.

With the fullest support of industrial, civic, commercial, 
professional and voluntary associations, the Council o 
Industrial Design is organizing a Design Week for Birming- 
ham to take place from October 11-16, 1948. 

The focal point of the week’s activities will be the showing 
of the Council’s touring exhibition, ‘‘ Design Fair,” in the 
City Art Gallery. This exhibition has been specially 
designed for the Council by James Gardner, who was 
responsible for the “‘ Britain Can Make It” and ‘‘ Enter 
prise Scotland ” exhibitions. It is a thematic exhibition 
and sets out to explain simply the meaning and scope 
industrial design. 

It has previously visited Cardiff in April, where it wa 
seen by 27,000 people in eight days, and in Manchester i 
June by nearly 40,000 people. 

The Birmingham College of Arts and Crafts are planning‘ 
special Design Week exhibition of jewellery and silverwat’ 
—the work of students past and present of the College 
The School of Dress Design of the College is arranging § 
fashion parade for the Wednesday evening of Design Week 
Many of the Birmingham stores are arranging exhibition 
or special displays. 

An interesting feature of the Design Week will be a house 
wives’ forum at which delegates from women’s voluntaly 
organizations in Birmingham will tell a panel of experts 
about improvements in the design of the goods they buy 
the shops and use in the homes. 

There will also be an open forum for art students, teacher 
and designers. Talks are being arranged with retail sale 
staff of Birmingham stores, at which films on design will bt 
shown.

Utility Footwear Scheme 
Changes 


HE new Utility footwear scheme foreshadowed in the 
Board of Trade Journal of August 14, comes into 
effect on September 27. 

Apart from the fact that infants’ soft-soled boots and 
shoes are added to the types scheduled in that announce- 
ment, and that no provision is made for grading these and 
women’s and boys’ heavy boots, the scheme remains 
substantially as outlined on page 320 of the Board of Trade 
Journal of August 14. 

A new Utility booklet which supersedes all previous 
pooklets defines the three grades of Utility footwear by 
laying down the cash figure for the minimum permitted 
basic cost of each type of Grade 1 and 2 footwear. The 
booklet sets out as well minimum standards to which all 
infants’, children’s and heavy footwear must conform, and 
specifications for certain components where used. In 
addition, it gives principles of good shoe-making to which 
all manufacturers of Utility footwear will be expected to 
work. A panel of experts from the industry will advise 
the Board of Trade in seeing that reasonable standards for 
all Utility footwear are observed. 

An Order* made by the Board of Trade also affects 
non-Utility footwear by a provision which makes it com- 
pusory for all registered manufacturers to stamp all their 
footwear (except clogs) with their identification number. 
All Utility footwear must, of course, bear such a number. 

All manufacturers, who are now required to stamp foot- 
wear with identification numbers, and who have not already 
been given a number by the Board of Trade should write 
immediately to the Board of Trade, I. and M. 2A (Foot- 
wear), Room 3079, Thames House North, Millbank, London, 
S.W.1, enclosing an unstamped postcard addressed to 
themselves. Their identification number will be inserted 
on this and posted back to them. 

Afurther ordert which also takes effect on September 27, 
enables footwear distributors, between then and October 27 
only, to stamp the Utility mark, the code number and, 
where it is not already applied, the manufacturer’s identi- 
fication number, on any footwear in their possession on 
which purchase tax has not become chargeable, and for 
which they have a written statement from the manufacturer 
certifying that the shoes are within the new Utility range. 
The marks may be applied in any reasonably legible way, 
and, if desired, on the inner sock of footwear. Distributors 

must keep for a year a record of shoes marked under this 
Onde ar, 

Footwear manufactured or distributed before Septem- 
ber 27 bearing the previous grade codes will be unaffected 
by the new Orders.

The Order brings into force on September 27, Supplement 
No. 2 to Related Schedule No. 6G, which provides both new 
and increased distributors’ ceiling prices for various items 
of Utility hosiery ; Supplement No. 1 to Related Schedule 
No. 8G, which provides increased distributors’ ceiling prices 
for some Utility knitted gloves ; and Supplement No. 1 to 
Related Schedule No. 120, which provides increased dis- 
tributors’ ceiling prices for nurses’ long or short cloaks and 
urses’ storm caps. 

All these increases follow the recent increases announced 
j2 manufacturers’ prices.

Tri 3oard of Trade, in consultation with the Central 


Price Regulation Committee, have decided on certain 

changes in the conditions which were announced in 
November 1947 on which manufacturers may apply for 
permission to exceed the maximum prices laid down in the 
Vomen’s and Maids’ Outerwear (Price Control Mark and 
Manufacturers’ Maximum Prices) Order, 1946 (S.R. & O. 
1946 No. 1748, as amended by S.R. & O. 1947, Nos. 1169 
and 2638). 

A manufacturer applying for such permission should 
now produce evidence that in the six months ended Sep- 
tember 1, 1948 (not, as hitherto, in the year ended June 30, 
1942, or some earlier period of twelve months) the average 
price which he realised for non-Utility garments of a class 
as defined in the First Schedule to the Order was greater 
than 85 per cent. of the relevant current ceiling price (not, 
as hitherto, 70 per cent). 

An applicant must still produce accounts to show, to the 
satisfaction of the Central Price Regulation Committee, 
that the profits of his business as a whole have been reduced 
to an unreasonably low level as a consequence of the price 
control. 

In considering applications the Central Price Regulation 
Committee will have regard to the applicant’s record of 
export trade. 

Manufacturers who have previously applied unsuccess- 
fully may renew their applications on the new basis. All 
applications, accompanied by certified accounts as evidence 
of the reduction of profits to an unreasonably low level as 
a consequence of price control and an accountant’s certifi- 
cate of average selling prices in the relevant period, should 
be addressed to the Secretary, Central Price Regulation 
Committee, 41 Tothill Street, London, S.W.1.

More than 400 firms were represented in the Forum and 
Forum annexe. This display (occupying 90,000 square feet) 
of machinery, chemical products and building materials, is 
extremely impressive.

The Royal Riding House, which, by the consent of the 
King of Denmark, is being used for exhibition purposes 
for the first time, is a striking and appropriate setting for the 
display of private cars and commercial vehicles, including 
a number of new models recently announced, and a general- 
purpose vehicle, likely to prove of special interest to Danish 
farmers, which can be used not only for travelling and towing 
over difficult country, but also turned to very different 
tasks, such as electricity generating and operating a 
portable milking apparatus. 

Household goods, office appliances, foodstuffs and fur’ her 
examples of metal and engineering products are housed in 
the attractive buildings of the Tivoli, the famous amuse- 
ment park in the centre of Copenhagen. Here, too, are 
being given every day, thanks to the joint enterprise of the 
manufacturers of British equipment, sample performances 
of television, thus providing novel entertainment for visitors 
to the exhibition from Denmark and neighbouring countries. 
The scenes inside and outside the Town Hall at the opening 
ceremony were televised. 

Five floors of a wing of a new building—the Gutenberghus 
—have been ingeniously turned to exhibition purposes to 
accommodate footwear, leather goods, photographic equip- 
ment, fancy goods and a distinguished display of scientific 
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instruments, including radar, which last is being demon. 
strated in Copenhagen for the first time. 
An effective addition is the display of industrial fin; 
provided by exhibitors and from British official sources 
cinemas attached to two of the exhibition hails. 
British fabrics and clothing are given a handsome api 
well-designed setting on two floors of the Magasin du Nori. 
the largest department store in Copenhagen. Here, every 
type of material is found, including hand-knitting yam; 
treated by a process to render them  shrink-resistin; 
raincoats of water-repellent fabric and plastic material fy 
many domestic uses. The display is a revelation to Danis 
consumers of the gcod things which the future has to offe; 
‘They are anxious to bring that future near by working stil 
harder to produce the foodstuffs that Britain needs in retum, 
The exhibition offers an interesting opportunity of con 
paring British and Danish standards of design. There js 
little doubt that the average standard in Denmark js 
unusually high and it is gratifying to learn that the display 
presented by exhibitors, many of whom employed British 
stand designers and contractors, was generally admired by 
Danish visitors to the exhibition. 
There is evidence of the increasing tendency of British 
industries to pool their resources so as to obtain the bes 
possible return from the heavy expenditure necessary fo 
effective participation in exhibitions overseas. Radi 
manufacturers, scientific instrument makers, gauge ani 
tool makers and leather goods firms have all done this with 
great effect in this first major overseas exhibition of British 
goods since the war. 


Rival Attractions 


The visitors to the exhibition will find little difficulty 
in passing from one exhibition hall to another, for, thanks to 
the generosity of the Copenhagen municipality, the route is 
lined with thousands of newly erected poles carrying either 
the standard of Denmark or Britain. But there is no need 
to walk, for the journey can be taken in one of the seven 
double-decker buses from seven towns of Britain. A double 
decker bus has never before been seen in the streets of 
Copenhagen, and it was evident before the opening day 
that they and the team in charge of them would prove one 
of the most popular and exciting features of the exhibitiol 
fortnight. The round trip of the exhibition can be made 
for one kroner in the buses carrying such homely signs 4& 
‘* Goose Fair’”’ or ‘‘ Football Ground.”’ 

tivals of the busmen in popularity are the kilted bands 
men of the Gorden Highlanders. It is indeed a British 
invasion”? of Copenhagen, for sailors from H.MS.

Maximum Price Increase for 
Cast Iron Hollow-ware

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Changes in Cotton Yarn 
Margins 


HE Board of Trade have been conducting an investiga- 
tion into the costs and profits of the cotton spinning 
industry in response to complaints by the spinners 

that the present controlled margins are too low. This in- 
vestigation is not yet completed. There are no statutory 
maximum margins on yarn for export, whether in the form 
of yarn or after further manufacture, but the spinners 
themselves operate an export premium scheme under which 
higher prices are charged on yarn to be used in the manu- 
facture of goods for export and the proceeds shared out 
among all spinners. (Similar schemes operate for doubled 
yarn and condenser yarn.) 
“In order to assist the export drive, the spinners and 
doublers have now agreed to withdraw the export premium 
scheme on orders booked on or after September 20, 1948 
for yarn destined for export in manufactured form, on the 
understanding that the margins for home trade will be in- 
creased for the time being so as to leave the spinners with 
thesame total return as they have at present. This arrange- 
ment is a temporary one made pending, and without preju- 
dice to, the outcome of the general investigation ; it will 
mean an increase of 124 per cent. in the current statutory 
home trade margins for single yarn, 3d. per lb. in the 
curent margins for condenser yarn, and 10 per cent, in 
the current margins for doubled yarn. Because of recent 
reductions in the price of raw cotton the increase will not, 
apart from minor exceptions, necessitate any increase in 
the ceiling prices for Utility cotton cloths. 

The changes in the margins are incorporated in three 
Orders which came into force on September 20, 1948- 
The Cotton (Single Yarn) (Prices) (Amendment) (No. 2) 
Order, 1948 ; The Control of the Cotton Industry (No. 91) 
Order, 1948, and The Control of the Cotton Industry (No. 92) 
Order, 1948 (S.I. 1948 Nos. 2082, 2084, 2085). The 
maximum prices of yarn destined for export in manufac- 
tured form will not be subject to the Orders, but the 
spinners and doublers have agreed that, during the course 
of this arrangement, they will charge no more for this yarn 
than for yarn sold for home trade uses. 

The prices of yarn for export as such is not affected by 
these changes.

New Cotton Spot Selling 
Contracts 


[ISCUSSIONS have been proceeding for some time 
Davie. a view to widening and improving the facilities 

available to cotton spinners for the purchase of their 
raw material. The Raw Cotton Commission now announces 
that, on and after October 1 next, nine new spot selling 
contracts will be established. These, together with the 
three Egyptian contracts which have been in use for a year 
ormore, embrace all growths at present on offer, and provide 
4 variety of. choice of method.; in most cases, there are 
atangements for the spinner to see and select his actual 
cotton before delivery. 
_ The war-period necessitated many sacrifices by spinners 
in terms of both the growth and the quality of the raw 
cotton they were called upon to use. After hostilities 
ceased, however, the Cotton Control, realising that a return 
© more normal trade practices would be necessary, drew 
up provisional drafts of these contracts, and initiated the 
discussions which have culminated in the present new 
alTangements. 

Within the limitations of the storage and shipping posi- 
Hons, and particularly of the foreign exchange situation, 
tis the intention of The Raw Cotton Commission gradually 
to facilitate the spinners’ own selection of cotton available 
for purchase. New sampling rooms have been prepared 
in Liverpool, stocks of many growths have been selected 
and made ready for delivery, and types and standards are 
how in process of being agreed with the Federation of Master 
Cotton Spinners’ Associations. In due course it is hoped 
extend all these facilities to Manchester.

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Dollar Problem Confronts 
Fur Trade 


PEAKING at the dinner of the International Fur 
Piconterence, given in London last Saturday, the Secre- 

tary for Overseas Trade, Mr. A. G. Bottomley, said that 
the fur trade, by reason of 1ts dependence on imported raw 
materials, had always had close connections with overseas 
countries. This international of the trade was 
strengthened and maintained by the regular gatherings of 
buyers from all over the world at the fur auctions. It was 
particularly appropriate that the International Fur Con- 
ference should have been held in London, which was the 
chief fur auction centre of the world. 

No reference to the fur trade in this country was complete 
without some mention of the entrepot trade in furskins in 
which London played such an important part. The volume 
of business now transacted in London compared favourably 
with pre-war performance and, once again, buyers from 
overseas could be assured that there was available in 
London a selection of skins which could not be equalled 
in any other market. 

This recovery of the entrepot market in London had been 
achieved in spite of regulations and restrictions which still 
prevented the free movement of stocks. 

The main problem facing the trade at the moment could 
be attributed to the importance of the American continent 
as a source of supply of furskins. Imports of these skins 
cost us dollars. 

In recent months, there had been an alarming diversion 
of re-exports from the dollar to the non-dolla1 countries. 
This was due to circumstances largely beyond the control 
of the trade itself, and particularly to the existence of free 
currency dealings in certain markets.

Assurance to Buyers 


Whatever remedy it might finally prove necessary to 
apply, Mr. Bottomley said he would like to assure buyers 
from overseas that there was no intention to interfere with 
legitimate purchases already made, which may be 
negotiated at the auctions due to be held during the weck. 
Any changes in the present regulations would be notified 
to traders in this country as soon as they were agreed upon, 
and there would be no question of making them retro- 
spective to cover Icgitimate business contracted at these 


or 


auctions. 

More than ever since the war we had all, he thought, 
become more sharply aware of the interdependence of the 
National Fur Trades. Before the war the importing of raw 
skins and the export of dressed and manufactured furs were 
taken for granted. Now, because so many of us had to 
watch our national housekeeping accounts so carefully, 
we were more alive to the importance of choosing the best 
sources for our raw materials, and of adapting ourselves 
more flexibly to the demands of different export markets. 
Balance-of-payments difficulties compelled many of us to 
impose, reluctantly, import and export restrictions which 
we did not like, but which were necessary in the present 
state of world trade. 

A mutual awareness had developed from these post-war 
economic troubles. We had all come to realise that the 
prosperity of the fur trade in our own countries was bound 
up with that of other countries throughout the world. We 
had learnt, in fact, the value of co-operation. It was as a 
significant expression of that co-operation that he welcomed 
the International Fur Conference which had been held in 
London.

MONDAY SEPTEMBER 20 


Output of Darning Woo! 

It was stated that the average monthly output of darning 
wool in 1947 was 76,000 lbs., and that for the first four 
months of 1948 was 83,000 Ibs. Following requests to the 
trade to increase the production of darning wool for the 
home market, the figures had substantially increased and 
those for May, Juneand July were 152,000 lbs., 153,000 Ibs. 
and 134,000 lbs., respectively. 


New Factories in Newport 

The Parliamentary Secretary to the Board of Trade, 
Mr. John Belcher, said that work on two new factories at 
Newport had been completed since the end of the war. 
Nine extensions had also been finished. In addition, work 
was still in progress on four new factories and eight exten- 
sions. 
Scrap from Germany 

The total tonnage of scrap received in the United 
Kingdom this year from Germany up to the end of August 
was approximately 450,000 tons, it was stated 
in the month of August amounted to about 70,000 tons.

Licences for Timber Felling 

Mr. Belcher said that in 1947, felling licences were issued 
for 62-4 million cubic feet of standing timber, compared with 
53-7 million in 1946, and 54-4 million in 1945.

Handkerchiefs, collars and towels were at a very low 
coupon rate, Mr. Belcher said, and the number of coupons 
required for sheets was reduced recently.

Facilities at Country Inns 

Mr. Bottomley said he had no doubt that the manage. 
ments of the country inns were always seeking to improve 
the accommodation they could offer to tourists. In so fa 
as they needed Government permission or support, thei 
requirements received sympathetic consideration within the 
limits of the resources available, and special attention was 
paid to the claims of hotels and inns which were of import- 
ance to overseas visitors. 


Public Performances of Music 

Mr. Belcher said he was aware that the Performing Rights 
Society Limited, had recently revised its pre-war scales o/ 
licence fees for the public performance of the musical works 
of which it owns or controls the performing rights. He had 
no evidence at present that the licence fees payable under 
these scales would generally be substantially greater than 
those hitherto charged. 

Licences for the public performance of copyright musical 
works were matters to be settled by agreement between th 
copyright owners and the prospective users. The Board of 
Trade had no statutory right to intervene in such matters 
but they were fully alive to the importance of public per- 
forming rights from the point of view of the public interest 

Mr. Belcher said he was also aware that Phonographic 
Performances Limited, had proposed revised licence con- 
ditions for the performance of music in certain establish- 
ments by records of which the 
company owns or controls the public performing rights. 
Iie understood that one of the effects of these revised con- 
ditions might be to restrict the use of records in such places, 
the object in view being to avoid prejudice to the employ- 
ment prospects of professional] musicians.

Cotton Spinning (Re-equipment Subsidy Act) 

Asked whether he was satisfied with the response by the 
cotton spinners concerned to the provisions of the Cotton 
Spinning (Re-equipment Subsidy) Act, Mr. Belcher replied 
that up to the present sixteen groups, comprising nearly 5! 
per cent. of the capacity of the cotton-spinning industry, 
had been approved for the purposes of the Cotton Spinning 
(Re-equipment Subsidy) Act. The response to date was not 
regarded as unsatisfactory, but the Board of Trade would 
like more groups to be formed and were hopeful that this 
would occur. 


Photographic Film 

Mr. Belcher said he was aware that there was a general 
scarcity of film for amateur photographers. This was 
because we were no longer able to import as much as before 
the war and because the demand for essential medical, 
scientific and industrial purposes had very much increased.

You will observe that although, for reasons which I fully 
described last year, the parent company has made a small

There is a benefit from the surplus on sales of fixed assets, 
£59,206, and from taxation provisions in excess of re- 
quirements made in previous years, and these together are 
almost offset by writing off intangible items and the cost of 
factory removal to South Wales, of which a somewhat 
smaller, but nevertheless substantial, item will fall into this 
year. 


RCY CHARNAUD (chairman and managing director),

Finally we come to the balance-sheet of your own com- 
pany itself. In studying the financial position, which is the 
main interest in this balance-sheet, it should be borne in 
mind that we are increasing our stocks, and that from the 
excess of current assets over liabilities of £100,871 some 
£24,000 is required for capital commitments, which for 
practical purposes sees us at the end of our present pro- 
gramme of capital expenditure. 

THE DIVIDEND 

After my warning last year the figures for the year under 
review, while being disappointing, should not have come as 
a surprise. That the directors, under these circumstances, 
should recommend the payment of a dividend may seem 
strange, but we constantly have in mind our responsibility 
to shareholders for whom we act in the capacity of trusts 
and we hold the following views on this subject of dividends, 
providing a distribution does not detrimentally affect the 
company’s efficiency. 


(a) That a shareholder is entitled to a reasonable return 
on the money he has put up, and without which the com- 
pany would be unable to operate. 


(b) That a shareholder should not be deprived of his 
income on account of the setback occasioned through special 
circumstances of a non-recurring nature, such as in this 
instance, loss of production, abnormal expenditure, etc., 
consequent on the removal to new premises. 


(c) That, if avoidable, a shareholder should not be de- 
prived of his income at times when the high cost of living 
is constantly being put forward as justifying demands for 
increases in wages and salaries. 


Production was again, to some extent, affected in the 
early part of 1948 while the final removal and re-erection 
of plant took place. Against this, the demand for our 
products continues as great as ever, our new operatives are 
daily becoming more experienced and efficient—production 
is steadily rising—all Government restrictions have been 
removed from export trade, and the well-known quality of 
our branded lines, to which we have reverted for oversea 
markets, enables us to sell them at prices comparable with 
those obtained for the highest grade foreign makes, and 
this, to a certain degree, offsets the uneconomic prices fixed 
by the Government for the home market. 

These are healthy signs and, with building and removal 
troubles behind us, there is good reason to expect a marked 
improvement in the figures for 1948, but we must not forget 
that the fuel crisis is still with us, and who can tell how that 
may afft t} ynaining months of this year ?

Post-War Economic 


Position in Malaya

F all the countries which were overrun by the 
| Poel between December 1941 and September 

1945, Malaya has probably recovered more quickly 
than any other, from an economic point of view, although 
there is still a large amount of rehabilitation to be done, 
particularly in the mining industry and in public utility 
services such as the railway, port, electrical and water 
services, ete. 

The country has had its difficulties from a labour point 
of view. There has on occasions been a shortage of labour 
and high wages are being paid. There have been innumerable 
strikes throughout Malaya, affecting practically every 
industry in turn, and at the present time the Federation 
of Malaya is passing through a series of outrages backed 
by Communist leaders. The Government have given 
further power to the Defence Forces and the Police to curb 
the activities of the illegal bodies, and it is hoped that peace 
and prosperity will in due course be the order of the day. 

In pre-war days Malaya was divided into : 

The Straits Settlements, consisting of Singapore 
(including Christmas Island and the Cocos-Keeling 
group), Penang (including Province Wellesley), Malacca 
and Labuan.

Territorial Change 


In post-war Malaya the position has been changed and 
the territory is now divided as follows :— 

(i)The Colony of Singapore, including Christmas Island 

and the Cocos- Keeling group, administered by a Governor. 

The provisions of Parts IV and V of the Singapore Order 
in Council 1946 were brought into force on March 30, 1948, 
and the First Session of the Legislative Council was held on 
April 1, 1948. The new Legislative Council consists of :- 

The Governor, as President; four ea-officio Members 


(the Colonial Secretary, the Financial Secretary, the 
Attorney-General, and the President, Municipal Com- 
missioners); five Nominated Official Members; four 


Nominated Unofficial Members; Nine Elected Unofficial 
Members of whom three are elected by the three Chambers 
of Commerce, four are elected from two Municipal Electoral 
districts each returning two members and two from two 
Rural Electoral districts each returning one member. 

(ii) The Federation of Malaya consisting of the Malay States 
of Perak, Selangor, Negri Sembilan, Pahang, Johore, Kedah, 
Perlis, Kelantan and Trengganu, and the Settlements of 
Penang (including Province Wellesley) and Malacca. 

On the resumption of civil government in April 1946 the 
Malayan Union came into being under the Malayan Union 
Order in Council dated March 27, 1946. There were certain 
objections to the system of government proposed and after 
various Committees had examined the position, the 
Federation of Malaya came into existence on February 1, 
1948, under the Federation of Malaya Order in Council 
dated January 26, 1948. New State and Federation Agree- 
ments between His Majesty the King and Their Highnesses 
the Malay Rulers had been signed in Kuala Lumpur on 
January 21, 1948. 

In place of the former Governor of the Malayan Union, 
there is a High Commissioner, and Their Highnesses the 
Rulers have undertaken to accept the advice of the High 
Commissioner in all matters connected with the govern- 
ment of the Federation except in matters relating to Muslim 


Religion or the Custom of the Malays. 

The Federal Legislative Council as constituted under the 
Federation of Malaya Order in Council consists of :— 

The High Commissioner as President; three ea-officio 
Members (the Chief Secretary, the Attorney-General and 
the Financial Secretary); eleven State and Settlement 
Members; eleven Official Members; fifty Unofficial 
Members—the members at present appointed represent 
the following interests or communities : labour, 6; planting 
(rubber and oil palms), 6; mining, 4; commerce, 6; 
agriculture and husbandry (excluding rubber and _ oil 
palms), 8; professional, educational and cuitural, 4; Settle- 
ments, 2; States, 9; Eurasian community, 1; Cingalese 
community, 1; Indian community, 1, and Chinese com- 
munity, 2. 


Population 


A census of Malaya was taken in September 1947 and the 
first count figures show the population as 5,818,434 divided

The previous census was taken in 1931 and the present 
figures show an increase over the 1931 figures of 33 per 
cent. The largest increase has been shown in the Chinese 
population, which is 53 per cent. above the 1931 figure. 
The percentage increases in the other nationalities are 
Malays 30 per cent., others 24 per cent., Eurasians 18 per 
cent., Indians 3 per cent., while in the case of Europeans 
there has been a slight decline of 1 per cent. on the previous 
figures. 

In the Colony of Singapore the percentage increase over 
the 1931 census is 65 per cent. and in the case of the Malayan 
Union (now Federation of Malaya) it is 25 per cent. In the 
case of States and Settlements the increases have been as 
follows: Johore 46 per cent., Perlis 42 per cent., Selangor 
33 per cent., Pahang 32 per cent., Kedah 30 per cent., 
Malacca 27 per cent., Trengganu 25 per cent., Penang 
24 per cent., Perak 23 per cent., Kelantan 22 per cent. and 
Negri Sembilan 14 per cent. 


Currency and Loans 


The currency of Malaya is the Malayan dollar, which is 
linked to sterling at 2s. 4d. and is issued by the Board of 
Commissioners of Currency, Malaya. At the time of the 
fall of Singapore in February 1942, the note circulation 
amounted to $221,323,742.30. These are gradually being 
withdrawn and up to the end of April 1948, $157,478,967.84 
had been so withdrawn. At that latter date a total of 
$330.585,524.27 had been issued in new notes since the 
liberation. The average amount of currency notes in 
circulation during the month of April 1948 was 
$411,655,142.55. 

There was at the time of the fall of Singapore a sum of 
$26 million in circulation in emall coins of under a dollar, 
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but very few of these are available and paper money has 
been issued for these small denominations. This will 
gradually be withdrawn and replaced by a new issue of 
cupro-nickel coins of 5, 10 and 20 cent values. The Com- 
missioners of Currency are also withdrawing all old issues 
of notes issued prior to July 1, 1941. 

On the liberation of Malaya a moratorium was proclaimed 
on August 30,1945, in respect of unsettled debts incurred 
prior to the date of the Moratorium Proclamation (with 
certain exceptions such as unsettled debts in respect of 
wages, rents, sums due to public authorities, etc.). 

In July 1947 the moratorium was lifted on pre-occupation 
non-interest-bearing debts in respect of which no transac- 
tions had since taken place, but the moratorium still 
remains in force in the case of pre-occupation debts where 
transactions had taken place during the occupation, and of 
outstanding debts incurred during the occupation. 

Since the re-occupation of Malaya the following Govern- 
ment loans have been floated : 

On July 8,1946, the Malayan Union floated two ‘‘ tap "’ 
loans: 24 per cent. 1954-56 Inscribed Stock; 3 per cent. 
1962-66 Inscribed Stock; issued at par and redeemable at 
par, interest being payable half-yearly on January 15 and 
July 15 commencing from January 1947. The 3 per cent. 
Loan was closed on February 28,1948, and the 24 per cent. 
Loan on March 31, 1948. 

On July 8, 1946, the Singapore Government floated a 
$25 million Loan 8 per cent. 1962-70 Loan, issued at par and 
redeemable at par, interest being payable half-yearly on 
January 15 and July 15 commencing from January 1947. 
The Loan was subscribed in full before the end of August 
1946. <A further $25 million of the Loan was issued on 
the same terms in January 1947. 


Transport Services 


Singapore has often been referred to as the ‘‘ Clapham 
Junction ” of the East, and the name is well merited, as 
in the cases of both sea and air communications, services 
radiate in all directions. It is on the ocean-going steamer 
routes from Europe to the Far East, and from it services 
connect with neighbouring countries, and also with Australia, 
South Africa and India. In air travel it is an important 
port of call on the through service from England to Australia 
of the British Overseas Airways Corporation, and there are 
many foreign companies whose services make it a point of 
call. It is also the terminal of the internal air services 
operated throughout Malaya. 

Apart from Singapore there are ocean ports at Penang 
and Port Swettenham serving the north and centre of the 
Federation of Malaya. There are numerous small ports on 
both the east and west coasts which are served by the 
coasting steamships. 

The Malayan Railways run from Singapore in the south 
to the Siam border on the west coast, connecting the main 
towns of Seremban, Kuala Lumpur, Ipoh and Taiping with 
the main ports. The East Coast Railway from Mentakab 
to Kuala Krai was taken up during the Japanese occupation 
and only the southern and northern portions have so far 
been replaced. 

Malaya is well served by roads on the west coast and 
more roads are gradually being improved on the east coast. 


Overseas Trade 


The foreign trade of Malaya in 1947 is compared with 
the three pre-war years of 1938, 1939 and 1940 in the 
following table :—

Comparable figures for the year 1946 are not available, 
as the statistics were not completed on a pan-Malayan 
basis for the whole year. 

Rubber and tin were the principal items in the export 
trade of Malaya before the war, other items of importance 
being copra, coconut oil, palm oil, spices, ete. In 1947 
rubber and tin still remained at the top of the list, followed 
by spices, coconut oil, palm oil, sago and tobacco. The 
tin industry has been handicapped in its recovery by the 
delay in the provision of plant for the rehabilitation of 
the dredges and mines. 

In the import trade the United Kingdom obtained 18 per 
cent. of the trade in 1938, 15 per cent. in 1939, 14 per cent. 
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in 1940 and 19 per cent. in 1947. It should, however, be 
remembered that a large quantity of the imports ap 
imports of produce which are eventually re-exported from 
Malaya. If the imports of manufactured goods (Class IJ] 
in the trade statistics) only are considered, the United 
Kingdom share of the trade in 1938 was 30 per cent,, ip 
1939 26 per cent., in 1940 27 per cent. and in 1947 32 pe 
cent., but even in this class there are large imports of oils, 
petrol and kerosene in which the United Kingdom is not 
interested.

The market has become overstocked in the case of 4 
large number of items of consumer goods, and prices are 
gradually coming down. A sign of the improved stock 
position is that some goods such as refrigerators and w ireless 
sets are again being sold on hire-purchase terms and 
instances have even occurred of refrigerators being rented 
out. There are a very large number of different makes of 
wireless receiving sets on the market, and some of these 
are not suitable for this climate. 


Textiles and Motor Imports 


In 1938 Malaya’s import of cotton textiles amounted to 
114,993,000 yards, and of this quantity the United Kingdom 
supplied 46,596,000 yards. In that year 26,455,000 yards 
were re-exported to neighbouring territories. During the 
occupation period the Malayan market was denuded of 
textiles and for the first eighteen months after the re 
occupation the supplies of textiles were very small. The 
position changed considerably in 1947 when 223,312,000 
yards were imported and of that quantity the United 
Kingdom only supplied 40,605,000 yards. The United 
States, who in pre-war years only supplied about half-a- 
million yards, exported 44,723,000 yards to Malaya 
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1947. At the beginning of 1947 there was contro] of the 
quantities which could be exported but towards the end 
of the year this control was eased slightly and by the end 
of the year 53,153,000 yards had been exported. 

Imports during the first six months of 1948 have 
amounted to 116 million yards, of which 20 million yards 
came from the United Kingdom and 56 million yards from 
the United States. 

Re-exports averaged 8 million yards per month. Com- 
petition is reeommencing from Japan, from which country 
imports have been received direct and also from the United 
Kingdom after conversion. 

Imports from hard-currency countries, including Japan, 
are now limited co textiles costing not more than 65 Malayan 
cents per square yard c.i.f., and this should ease the market 
considerably. In addition the import authorities have 
decided to grant no licences for import of textiles from 
hard-currency countries for a period of three months while 
the policy regarding the import of textiles from those 
areas is investigated with the co-operation of the trade. 

The motor vehicles found in Malaya at the time of the 
re-occupation were all in a poor state due to neglect and 
bad lubrication but they had to be kept in service until 
such time as sufficient new vehicles were imported. There 
are still a number of old vehicles on the road and these are 
gadually being eliminated. Up to the third quarter of 
1947 the sale of new vehicles was controlled by a priority 
board, but with the improvement in the supply position 
the control was lifted. 

The total number of new passenger cars imported in 
1947 was 5,827, of which 3,804 came from the United 
Kingdom, 865 from Canada, and 960 from the United States. 
In the same year 1,680 new commercial vehicles were 
imported, 774 from the United Kingdom, 646 from Canada 
and 252 from the United States. In view of the improved 
supply position the Malayan Governments announced in 
June that imports of motor cars of over 20h.p. would 
only be allowed from the United Kingdom. 


Capital Goods 


Malaya is the largest dollar-earning country in the 
British Empire by its exports of rubber and tin, and other 
products to the United States, and it could have contributed 
more dollars if Malaya could have been given higher priority 
for certain supplies of plant and machinery for the rehabilita 
tion of these industries and of the electric power stations 
throughout the country, on which the mining industry in 
particular is so dependent. 

In 1940 there were 123 tin dredges in Malaya of which 
\04 were operating. According to the Bulletin of Statistics, 
relating the Mining Industry of Malaya for 1947, published 
by the Mines Department, only 56 dredges were operating 
and a further 13 were being rehabilitated at the end of 1947. 


Representation of United Kingdom 
Firms in Mexico 


The British Embassy in Mexico City is anxious to have 
atits disposal as complete a record as possible of the agency 
imangements in Mexico of United Kingdom exporters. 
It will be appreciated that such a record is invaluable in 
alswering enquiries from local firms desiring to obtain 
British goods and this applies particularly to the Mexican 
market owing to the absence there of a British bank and 
other likely sources from which such information is normally 
obtainable. 

United Kingdom manufacturers and exporters who are 
hot sure that their agency arrangements are known to the 
British Embassy are asked to send brief particulars of them 
to the First Secretary (Commercial), British Embassy, 
San Juan de Letran, 21-711, Mexico, D.F. The particulars 
tequired are the names of the principals, a brief description 
of the product or products covered, the name and address 
of the agent, the territory which he covers and the form of 
altangement, e.g. whether exclusive distributorship with 
epresentative importing for his own account, or booking 
orders on a commission basis, or other terms. 


Siamese Purchasing Mission to 
United Kingdom 


The Siamese Government has been invited to send a 

Purchasing mission to the United Kingdom in order to 
Promote trade between the two countries. 
_It is anticipated that the purchasing mission will be 
interested in capital and rehabilitation equipment, and, if 
the invitation is accepted, an announcement giving further 
details will be issued in the Board of Trade Journal. 
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The electric power stations throughout the country had 
been reduced to a very poor state during the occupation 
period due to overwork, lack of attention and poor lubrica- 
tion and it is surprising that some of the plants have been 
able to operate at all. Loads have increased considerably 
in certain areas, particularly Singapore and in consequence 
it has been repeatedly necessary to ‘‘ black-out”’ certain 
portions of the town in rotation at the peak-load hour 
at dusk. 

A feature of great interest to United Kingdom manu- 
facturers of machinery in post-war Malaya is the lead which 
the Agricultural Department has given in the use of 
mechanical implements for agricultural purposes. Large- 
scale experiments have been carried out at the Central 
Experimental Station at Serdang and at other places 
throughout Malaya. The results of these experiments were 
reported in a special Mechanization Number of the Malayan 
Agricultural Journal which was issued in April 1948. 
Copies are available for consultation at the Export Promo- 
tion Department of the Board of Trade. Various machines 
manufactured by United Kingdom firms have been used 
in these experiments and it is hoped that increased 
enquiries for these particular types will be the outcome. 


Import and Export Policy 


The present import policy of Malaya is governed by a 
desire to restrict imports from hard-currency countries in 
cases where ample supplies can be obtained from the 
United Kingdom or other sources of supply which do not 
involve payments difficulties. 

A system of open general licences is in force for the 
United Kingdom and Colonial territories. Exceptions are 
made in the cases of certain foodstuffs controlled inter- 
nationally by the International Emergency Food Council 
and of certain other goods of United Kingdom manufacture 
in short supply. 

Amendments are constantly being made to the list of 
restricted imports and United Kingdom firms are advised 
to keep in touch with the Export Promotion Department 
of the Board of Trade. The import of commodities of non- 
sterling manufacture from sterling sources is only permitted 
under the conditions applicable to similar imports from the 
country of origin direct. 

In view of the fact that the trade of Singapore and 
Penang, both of which are free ports, has been built up on 
their entrepot trade, it is desirable to maintain this export 
trade provided that sufficient supplies of the goods required 
for export are available without causing any deficiency of 
supply for local requirements. It is recognized that if 
this trade is not maintained to a limited extent it will be 
lost for ever, and exports are in most cases considered on 
the merits of each case. 


Malayan Rubber Statistics 


Imports of dry rubber in August amounted to 18,144 tons 
and of wet rubber (dry weight), 9,235 tons, states the 
Malayan Government agents in London. 

The principal sources of the dry rubber were : Sumatra, 
11,735 tons; Dutch Borneo, 687 tons; Java and other 
Dutch Islands, 1,323 tons; Sarawak, 2,580 tons; North 
Borneo, 973 tons ; and Siam, 638 tons. 

Wet rubber imports came mainly from Sumatra, 8,778 
tons; Dutch Borneo, 138 tons; and French Indo-China, 
153 tons. 

Dealers stocks in August totalled 61,824 tons, 49,929 tons 
in Singapore and 11,895 tons in Penang and Province 
Wellesley. 

Port stocks in private lighters and railway godowns 
during August amounted to 20,861 tons: at Singapore, 
9,959 tons; Penang and Province Wellesley, 8,024 tons ; 
Teluk Anson, 330 tons ; Port Swettenham, 2,519 tons ; and 
Port Dickson, 29 tons.

OMMODITY imports into Northern Rhodesia in- 

creased steadily throughout 1947 and in the third 

quarter were valued at £2,903,362 as compared with 
92.394,573 in the second quarter and £1,959,129 in the 
first quarter of that year, states the Economic and Statistical 
Bulletin of Northern Rhodesia, published by the Central 
African Office of Statistics, Salisbury. 

Total imports in the first nine months of 1947 were 
22 per cent. above the 1946 level, the comparable figures 
being respectively £7,257,064 and £5,945,377. 

Total exports rose substantially in 1947 and in the first 
nine months of the year totalled £14,741,948 as compared 
with £9,900,960 in the corresponding period of 1946. 
Exports during the period January-September 1947, were 
higher in value than in any complete year in the period 
1938-46. 

At the end of September 1947, the Colony’s visible 
favourable balance of trade was £7,484,884. The real 
favourable balance would, however, be considerably less 
than this figure because imports are valued free-on-board 
port of shipment and do not, therefore, include the cost of 
fright, insurance and railage incurred in bringing these 
imports to the Colony. 


Imports and Exports 


The group, metals, metal manufactures, machinery and 
vehicles, was by far the most valuable class of imports into 
Northern Rhodesia in the first nine months of 1947, being 
valued at £1,938,484 and accounting for just over a quarter 
of the Colony’s total imports in that period, as compared 
with £1,552,409 (also just over one quarter of the total) in 
the corresponding period of 1946. 

Imports of merchandise foodstuffs valued at £585,610 
in the first nine months of 1946 (nearly 10 per cent of the 
total) increased in 1947 to £840,797 (over 114 per cent.). 

Oils, waxes, resins and paints imported up to the end of 
September 1947, were more valuable than in the corres- 
ponding period of the previous year, the comparable totals 
being respectively £391,547 and £318,085. . 

Imports of minerals, earthenware, glassware and cement 
rose in the first nine months of 1947 to £381,767 from 
354,787 the year before ; leather and 1ubber imports rose 
from £247,352 to £279,583 and Government stores from 
£132,177 to £234,384. 

In the first nine months of 1947 total exports of metals, 

netal manufactures, machinery and vehicles amounted to 
£13,970,874 (almost 95 per cent. of all exports in that 
period) as compared with £9,152,407 (nearly 924 per cent.) 
inthe corresponding period of 1946. 
_ Tobacco consigned from the Colony increased to £324,945 
inthe period January-September 1947 from £305,329 the 
first nine months of the previous year and exports of wood, 
cane, wicker and manufactures thereof were also greater 
ast year than in 1946, the comparable totals being respect- 
Wely £171,650 and £143,615. 

Other than those classes already enumerated as other

value up to the end of September 1947 although increases 
were recorded in the values of consignments of animals,

Principal Exports 


Copper (blister and electrolytic) is by far the most im- 
portant of all domestic exports and in 1947 (January- 
September) amounted in value to £12,391,537 as compared 
with £7,892,766 in the corresponding period of 1946, an 
Increase of 57 per cent. 

Zinc exports, worth £526,993 in the first 9 months of 
1946, increased substantially to £680,752 last year and 
tad was about 3} times as valuable in 1947 as in 1946, the 
‘otal exported increasing to £566,847 from £168,366. 


There was a sharp recovery in the exports of vanadic 
°xide, but a decline occurred in the value of cobalt exports 
fom £196,553 in the first 9 months of 1946 to £145,383 in 
the corresponding period of 1947. 


Unmanufactured tobacco exported was about the same

in value in both years, £303,551 in 1946 and £304,312 in 
1947. 

Exports of hides and skins and unmanufactured wood 
increased in value. Exports of wheat during the first 
nine months of the years were negligible, the bulk of exports 
occurring in the last quarter of each year. 


Direction of Trade 


The country from which the highest value of imports 
was received in the first three quarters of 1947 was the 
Union of South Africa, with imports valued at £1,968,035 
compared with imports from the United Kingdom £1,756,012 
thus reversing the positions held in January-September 
1946 when the United Kingdom imports were valued at 
£1,736,473 and those from the Union at £1,592,781. 

In each year Southern Rhodesia was third with £1,217,016 
in January-September 1946 and £1,392,230 in the same 
period of 1947. 

Other British countries from which imports exceeding 
£50,000 in value were received in the first three quarters of 
1947 were Canada, £163,638 (January-September 1946, 
£109,932) and India, £130,947 (£183,946). 

Of foreign countries the United States was by far the 
most important supplier with imports of £855,467 out of a 
total of £1,470,931 from all foreign countries (January- 
September 1946, £586,114 out of £870,280). 

The next in order of importance was the Belgian Congo, 
which sent imports to the value of £266,803 in the first three 
quarters of 1947 compared with £98,963 in the corresponding 
period of 1946. 

Iran (£91,401) and Italy (£76,406) were the only other 
countries imports from which exceeded £50,000 in value 
in the period of 1947 under review. 

The United Kingdom was absolutely and relatively a 
bigger importer of Northern Rhodesia produce in January- 
September 1947 than she was in the previous year, taking 
exports to the value of £9,281,304 (64 per cent. of total 
domestic exports) last year compared with £5,753,303 (59 
per cent, of total domestic exports in January-September 
1946). 

The Union of South Africa was the next largest customer 
among British countries, taking exports valued at £1,290,715 
in the first three quarters of 1947 (£858,408 in January- 
September 1946). 

India (£258,161) and Southern Rhodesia (£219,409) took 
about the same value of Northern Rhodesian exports as in 
the preceding year. 

The two largest importers among foreign countries in 
January-September 1947 were France and Sweden, taking 
exports to the value of £1,450,356 and £1,261,327 in each 
case, roughly double the value of exports received in the 
same period of 1946. 


Other foreign countries to which a considerable amount 
of Northern Rhodesian exports was sent in 1947 were 
Brazil, £213,106; Italy, £194,502; Argentina, £129,112 ; 
Belgian Congo, £54,983 and Belgium £52,648. 

dxports to the United States were negligible. 


Mineral Production 


The total value of mineral production appreciably ex- 
ceeded £2 million for each of the first five months of 1948, 
and if the average of this period is maintained the total 
value for the year should approximate to £27 million as 
compared with £24,555,173 in 1947. 

From January to May, 1948, the amount of blister copper 
produced was 64,260 tons valued at £7,197,145 as compared 
with 61,851 tons valued at £6,877,245, produced in the 
first five months of 1947. 


The figures for electrolytic copper were 25,258 tons valued 
at £2,955,260 (January-May 1948) and 24,009 tons valued 
at £2,809,012 (January-May 1947). 

The quantity of lead produced in the first five months 
of 1948 was 5,330 tons valued at £390,700 as compared 
with 6,445 tons valued at £386,700 a year earlier. 

Zinc is next in importance to copper in value of output. 
In January-May 1947, 8,780 tons were produced valued at 
£526,800 and in the corresponding period for 1948 the figures 
were 8,840 tons (£530,400).

and the future prospects of the Australian woven rayon 
piece-goods industry. The enquiry will cover all aspects of 
the industry including dyeing, printing, and finishing and of 
material used. The Tariff Board is also asked to recom- 
mend action with a view to facilitating the development of 
the industry. If imposition of protective tariff duty is 
warranted the Board is asked to recommend what rates of 
duty should be imposed.

Intermediate Tariff Extended to Further Countries : 
The High Commissioner for Australia is advised by the 
Department of Trade and Customs, Canberra, that Pro- 
clamations have been issued, effective from August 26, 1948, 
including Bulgaria, Finland, Hungary, Italy, Roumania, 
and Siam, in the list of countries the products of which on 
importation into Australia are accorded most favoured 
nation treatment. This means that the Intermediate Tariff, 
in so far as it is operative, will apply to goods produced or 
manufactured in the countries mentioned, imported into 
Australia on and after August 26, 1948. 


Burma 


Validity of Import Licences: The United Kingdom 
Commercial Counsellor at Rangoon has reported by tele- 
gram that the Burmese Commerce Secretary has issued 
orders that all import licences for goods from the United 
Kingdom which would expire on September 30 will be 
considered valid until October 31. 

This is a special concession due to shipping difficulties 
and the Commerce Secretary has emphasized that importers 
cannot rely on further validation of these licences. United 
Kingdom manufacturers should do their utmost to ship 
at the earliest date should make that future 
bipments are within the licence period.

United States of America 


Marking of Imports from India and Pakistan : A United 
States Treasury Decision No. 51998 announces the follow- 
ing alterations in the markings required to indicate the 
country of origin of imports into the United States from 
certain States of former British India (see Board of Trade 
Journal of March 6, page 506). 

Hyderabad entered into a one-year standstill agreement 
with the Dominion of India on November 29, 1947, and 
until that agreement is superseded products of Hyderabad 
must be marked to indicate that India or the Dominion of 
India is the country of origin. 

Collectors of Customs are to request instructions from 
the Bureau of Customs regarding the marking to indicate 
the name of the country of origin of articles imported from 
the States of Junagadh, Jammu, or Kashmir. 

Tariff Classifications : The following decisions regarding 
the tariff classification of certain goods imported into the 
United States have been published in the Weekly Treasury 
Decisions :— 

(1) Trieste stone, also known as Fiorito stone, Aurisina, 
stone and Nebresina stone, in blocks, rough or squared only 
is classifiable as marble at the rate of 65 cents per cubic 
foot under paragraph 232 (a), Tariff Act of 1930. 

(2) Ribbon having picot edges and in chief value of 
rayon is dutiable at the rate of 274 cents per Ib. and 25 per 
centum ad valorem under paragraph 1308, Tariff Act of 
1930, as modified. 

(3) Bamboo sticks, which have been split and rounded 
at one end for holding shoes in shape, are classifiable as 
articles of bamboo, not specially provided for, at the rate 
of 45 per centum ad valorem under paragraph 409, Tariff 
Act of 1930. 


(4) Petilant, crackling, and frizzante wines are dutiable 


as sparkling wines under paragraph 803, Tariff Act of 
1930, as modified : 
Valued at not more than $6 per gallon $2 per gallon 


Valued at more than $6 per gallon $1.50 per gallo 

These wines are also classifiable for Ih 
Tax purposes as sparkling wines and are taxed on each 
bottle or container at 24 cents each one-half 
pint or fraction thereof. 

These rulings will result, in the case of 1,3 and 4,in the 
assessment of duty at a higher rate than has heretofore 
been assessed under a uniform and established practice. 

Amendment of Tariff Act of 1930: The Board of Trade 
have received a copy of an Act, which amends paragraph 
1685 of the Tariff Act of 1930, to provide specifically for 
the free entry of crude, crushed or broken limestone when 
imported to be used in the manufacture of fertilizer.

the tariff as set out below. The Decree came into force on 
September 8, but goods shipped before September 26, 1948, 
will pay the old rates of duty. The date of the Bill of 
Lading will be the only proof acceptable as to date of 
shipment.

Application of Design to 
Industry 


HE first exhibition of the work of Royal Designers 
for Industry will be held at Burlington House, 
Piccadilly, London (by permission of the President 
of the Royal Academy) from October 26 to November 27. 

The Duchess of Kent has agreed to open the exhibition. 
which is being organized jointly by the Royal Society of 
Arts and the Council of Industrial Design. It will show 
by practical demonstration and example, the commercial 
importance of good design and the vital contribution to 
industry which designers are making. The exhibition 
will appeal as much to the customer as the manufacturer, 
for the public will see for the first time the stages in the 
creation of a new product from the first sketches, through 
models and prototypes, to the finished article as it comes 
off the production line. 

The distinction ‘‘ Royal Designer for Industry ’’ (RDI), 
which may at no time be held by more than 40 designers, 
is recognized as the highest award to be obtained in the 
field of industrial design. The distinction was instituted 
by the Royal Society of Arts in 1936, and the Faculty 
Designers for Industry of the Royal Society of Arts) was 
formed in 1938. 





Some idea of the scope of the exhibition can be gathered 

fom the work of RDI’s which includes the famous jet 
ircraft De Havilland 108, designed by Sir Geoffrey De 
Havilland, C.B.E, the Alanbrooke Sword of Honour by 
Robert Y. Goodden, the interior fittings and furniture 
of the s.s. Orcades, the Coronation Scot and the Vickers 
Viking airliner by Brian O’Rorke, equipment for London 
Transport by Charles Holden, and Perpetua type designed 
by the famous typographer, the late Eric Gill. Their work 
ranges from mobile cranes to powder boxes; it includes 
stage and exhibition decor, school furniture, posters and 
packaging, and the great variety of furnishings and equip- 
ment used in the home.
